AMD OlttUSStO WITH THEM HIS VIEWS ON GORBACHEV'S REFORMS. 
THEY HAO WONDERFUL HOSPITALITY IN KEENE AKO BRATTLEBORO 
A» tAMED IT THE EDITORS ANO PUBLISHERS OF THE RESPECTIVE 
NEWSPAPERS.
